The round vs winged emblems simply indicate an age factor. The Collins 
S-Line was manufactured for a good 20+ years between the 1950s and the 
1970s. The early gear had the "winged" emblem that was really a bar with 
the word Collins in the middle and a round circle in the center. The 
round emblem I guess started in the late 60s, but I don't have an exact 
date. This was a circular logo with Collins in the center and decorative 
lines filling up the rest of the circle. Later Collins gear had a logo 
that said Rockwell-Collins, but I don't think that there was any RC 
S-Line. 

So there you have it.

Interesting! I've wondered about the terminology, too, since the 
earliest Collins logo has xactual*x wings; the later (by '39) circle-and-bar 
logo was sometimes referred to in broadcast tech as the "Air Force" logo, 
from the similarity in outline to USAF markings--and of course, all round 
chrome & red enamel logos are "meatballs," with RCA's being the default 


if you don't qualify it. (A "squashed meatball" is Raytheon's oval logo, 
btw). 


The last "Collins" logo wasn't Collins at all, just Rockwell's 
inverted-Y made of two flaring parallel lines. Despite that marking, the 
pro gear was still sold as "Collins (a division of Rockewell 
International);" the name still held magic! 


What once was Collins' broadcast division is now a part of 
Varian/Eimac--and the last I knew, they were still building big FM/BC 
rigs based on the very last Collins gear. There have been some changes, 
but the basic PA remains the same--good design holds up!

In one word....status. 


In the mid to late 70's when I was into S Line gear pretty heavy I had a 
mixture of both.... had four 75S3Bs and one day while filling out my 
trusty ARRL insurance policy it suddenly hit me that some of the round 
emblem rcvrs had earlier serials than the wide emblem. By the time I 
finished there were over thirty Collins items on the list (not all big 
dollar items of course) and the variance in serial numbers vs emblems was 
very apparent. 


I made one of my frequent runs up to Henry Radio at Butler, Mo and over 


lunch Mike McGrath, their Collins expert, and I thrashed it out. He said 
with the military buying S Line gear like mad for the war effort (mostly 
transceivers and amps) Collins had really messed up their numbering 
system and emblems. Seems they ran out of the newer ones and had to 
return to the winged ones for several months while awaiting more of the 
round ones. That fit with the way the serial numbers jumped around. We 
got back to the store and started lifting lids on some of the used gear 
and found another couple of examples. 


While on the serial number subject...no one loves to compare numbers more 
than 75A4 owners. I used to do it too. When Harrison Radio in NY got 
the last production run of A4s from the Canadian plant I hopped on the 
phone as soon as I saw the big ad in QST. Knowing the lag time I figured 
they would all be gone. Luckily they still had a couple. The salesman I 


spoke with remarked..."I guess you have to have the latest numbered one?" 
"Of course, " sez I. He said in this case the numbers truly were 
accurate since they were the last ones....but he went on to say that for 


years numbers were assigned in blocks to Canada and the C. Rapids plant. 
He explained that some earlier numbered A4s might be "made" later than 
a later numbered model because Canada produced them more slowly and were 
also building a lot of other stuff. He said the way to really tell was 
the number on the PTO. They were shipped to Canada and never in more 
quantity than they needed for a given production period. 


Years later when Collins had their wonderful 'surplus store' in Cedar 
Rapids I picked up some S line PTOs that had been returned from Canada 
asbeing out of tolerence. They were just slightly but not so much the 
average person would even notice. Interestingly the original serials had 
been almost completely obliterated and another scratched on with a 
vibrotool. They worked perfectly in some gear I later put them in. 


So I pretty much lost faith in serial numbers as an indicator of better 
or worse....late mods or not. The guys at Drake say they never jumped 
numbers on any item and from all the stuff that went in and out of my 
store and that I have now in use I would trust that statement. They said 
the only variance that might be confusing is the slight variations in 
color tint on the front panels. The explaination is too convuluted to 
convey, but I do have one R-4B you would spot as "different" from thirty 
feet away. And a speaker that is so pale a gray that I would have sworn 
it swas a repaint but I know the fellow who bought it new. 


That is probably more than you ever wanted to know...hi! Your question 
just brought back a ton of memories and laughs about the long debates on 
20 and 75 (never heard any on 40) between Collins owners comparing numbers. 


Sure wish I had the gear back....I got impressed with Kenwood and Icom gear 
and fell out of my tree and sold/swapped it all off at a time when the 
market on S Line stuff was down. 


Now I hang out with a bunch of gun nuts like myself who compare serial 
numbers on firearms!

I'm partial to the glass bottles as well. However, there are several 
reports of using the 6L6 metal-can inverted and placed in a jar of oil for 
cooling (transformer oil, mineral oil, 10W-40, take your pick) and running 
it well, well beyond rated dissipation levels as an RF amp. I haven't tried 
this here, as I only have three metal 6L6's and two are reserved as spares 
for the modulator in the Ranger. I'd be a little concerned about screen 
grid dissipation, etc, even if you could run the plate (or the whole glass 
bottle) until it glowed nicely red. Shades of my push pull 35T amp! 


I do have a couple single-tube PA stages homebrewed, and the venerable Ameco 
AC-1, which I run with either a 6V6 or 6L6 in the output. Bench tests have 
given me up to 50 watts output using a 6L6 with a 500 volt plate supply. 
This is pushing the envelope a tad.. 


My tube handbooks note that the later variant of the 6L6, the 6L6GC has 
nearly twice the plate dissipation of the previous versions, something at 
the 30 watt or more range. Possibly a better bet for RF power stages. 


Most interesting 6L6 I have is a Sylvania 6L6WGA. The "W" generally denoted 
a ruggidized variant. This particular bottle has two distinct beam tetrodes 
within, wired in parallel internally. Might not be so hot for RF at 10 
meters, but after all, the tube was designed for audio applications!

Classically, the only way in which it matters is for the sake of 
shielding; a metal tube's got a built-in shield, at least so long as 
you remember to ground pin 1! (At least one of Frank C. Jones' little 
harmonic-producing lash-ups uses the shell of the 6L6 for feedback 
capacitance; but we'll stick to things you don't have to wrap up in 
tinfoil and bury in the back yard). 


However...in the case of 6L6s, there are some differences, because you 
can't hardly buy a new 6L6G/GT; what they sell you is a 6L6GC--and it's 
been eating Wheaties! The C version will take higher plate voltage, has 
higher plate dissapation, and will produce more power. At least, that's 
what RCA claims. On the other hand, a metal 6L6 might be a safer choice 
for a transmitter without a case, since it's self-shielding. 


Ask me in a couple of days--x*my* 6L6 rig has finally got proper coils, 
and I'll be checking it out with a metal 6L6, a 6L6GC and a musclebound 
clone, the 2551 (I think; something close, anyway). It will be 
interesting to see which puts the most amps up the wire--and which does 
the most damage to TV reception! =;)

I just got back from the first day of the Timonium, MD hamfest. I did not 
take good notes, and I was also in a hurry, but here is what I recall seeing 
there. Hopefully, several other boatanchorites were there and will also 
contribute to this list. 


R390A's - Several, including manufacturers by EAC, Motorola, and 
Stewart-Warner. Prices were fairly high, ranging from $250 to $300. 


R392's - I saw a really nice one, with power supply and connectors, for $300! 
I saw another one that was more beat up, missing the meter, for $100. 


R388 -- Looked pretty good, for $300. 


HRO-60 - This was the rare rack mount model. It came with 6 coils, A, B,C, D, 
AC, and AD, plus the dial scales for AA through AD! It also had the matching 
speaker and original wooden coil box. The seller claimed it had been re-capped 
and that it worked very well. It looked fairly well-polished. $350. I almost 
bought it just to get the AD coil and some of the other dial scales. It was gone 
later that morning, and it did sell for the full asking price. 


NC300 - looked pretty good, price unknown. 


HQ170 - same comment, looked good, price unknown. 


This hamfest was very large, and it is a two-day event. Unfortunately, I won't 
be going tomorrow.

Also, someone actually had a surplus Army (?) vehicle with a shelter on the 
back, that had radio equipment and even a bunk inside. I think the owner was 
called Norm. He said the vehicle was a 1985 model. Pretty cool. 


Also, regarding the R390A contracts: I talked with someone very briefly about 
R390As, and I told him about the recent ER article on the 1985 production runs 
of R390As. He told me that EAC made another production run in 1988! He said 

he got this information from the Collins collector magazine. Can anyone confirm 
this? 


Overall, a pretty good hamfest, very large. Boatanchor prices were fairly high. 
It was a great fest for finding parts, and tubes.

>in 1942. Limited numbers (about 30,000) of these Trans-Oceanic Clippers were 
>produced prior to Zenith altering their production facilities to support the 
>war effort. 


For the fanatical, 5,000 were "Sailboats" and 30,000 were "Bombers" 
(approximately). Zenith held back the last production models from sale 
when the conversion was made, periodically doling out T/Os to celebrities 
whenever publicity was desired. 


>While the history of Zenith and Commander McDonald makes for fascinating 
>reading, the real meat of the book is the mass of highly detailed information 
>provided on each and every model of T-O produced from 1942 until the last 
>transistor model rolled off the Taiwan assembly lines in 1981. 


Well I would not go that far. It is certainly a definative book, but if you 
rely onwhat is in it, half of mine would not exist. For example, the talk of 
the H-500 having just one chassis model. There were actually four, all 
designated 5H40 but including revisions A-C. Also the distinctions between 
the 600's (L, R, T, Y, A, & B xin that orderx) is missed entirely. 


>Cones & Bryant really did their research and provide the collector/restorer 
>with an absolutely indespensable volume on the history of tube and transistor 
>model T-Os and their companion receivers. 


"Indispensible" I agree with but suspect the research of the models themselves 
might have been just a wee bit spotty. 


>Toward the back of the book, there is a chapter on how to restore a T-O, 
>listing many of the secrets of the trade. Virtually anyone with average motor 
>skills and some electronics knowledge can successfully restore one of these 
>Royal Radios. 


Agree. What is missing is a solution to the 1L6 supply problem. 


>So what's the rarest T-0? Actually it is a militarized version of the 600 
>series, made in 1956. Only 2973 were produced and the official military 
>designation was: R-520A/URR. This is the SECOND military version, the first 
>one being the R-520/URR, a militarized H-500 circa 1953/54. 


And I have a face plate that indicates that there may be a third military 
model, possibly a R-520B but certainly not like any civilian unit and 
specifically different from the 520A, which had to have been made sometime 
later (late 1957-1962 timeframe). 


>Bottom line: I LIKE this book! It is moderately expensive: $25.95 and is 
>available from The Radio Professors, P.O. Box 592, Stillwater, OK 74076. 


When I bought mine, that included $2.00 postage 8x). Have corresponded with 
Mr. Bryant several times and know that in some cases they got "editored" so 
the omissions were not all their fault. Still, IMHO dating the advts would 
have helped a lot (600s are almost in reverse order). Know Zenith models 
can be confusing since the letter codes started with "G" (1950), bounced 
through the alphabet erratically until running out of letters in 1957, then 
started over again with "A". As a consequence we have the 5H40 chassis in 
1951 and the 9HT40 chassis in 1961. 


Surprisingly, they also left out the easy way to date any T/O whether 
tube or transistor. Not scientific but works (exercise is left to the 
student 8x).
